Subject* Arrest of Lee Harvey Oswald 

Sir: 

At ^proximately 2«X) pm, Hovember 22, 1963, I wae working ajiad #223 
In Oak Cliff. I was cruising in the area of Tenth Street and Beckley Avcdus 
looking for the killer of Officer J, D. Tlppit. The Diepatoher pit out a 
call stating that the suspect was In the Texas Theater on Jefferson KLvd. 
I proceeded to Uie rear of the Theater and parked my aqn^d car In the alley. 
I entered the rear door with Officers M. M. McDonald and T. A. Hutson. Officer 
UoScnald and I walked across the stage and Jun ed down to the main seating area. 
Officer ^tson walked down the stairs next to the door we had entered. I 
started walking up the north aisle toward two men who were obserred sitting 
In the middle of the show. 

Officer **cDonald was walking up the South aisle also toward the tK 
men. Officer KeSonald and I wAked up to these two men and searched theo. 
TUiile searching these two men the arrested person was observed sitting farther 
back in the show on the third seat froo the rear of the show. I walked back 
tta tbe U»^l>?al^ and back to the row lAere the suspect was sitting. 
Officer i*cDonald had walked back to the row where the suspect was. Officer 
Hutson had entered the row tehind the suspect, walking ahead of me, tomard the 
suspect. 

I observed Officer ilcOonald as be walked up to the suspect and said 
something to hla. The suspect stood up and faced Officer UcSonald. At 
that time Z was approaching the suspect from his back. Officer licOonald 
reached down as if to search the suspect and as he did the suspect hit him 
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In the face. Officer UeDonold started erappling with the suepeet and Qffioar 
Uttteea and I ran tomrd th«n. Ofrieer Hatwn reaohed ever firom tti* aaat 
behind the suspect and grabbed hia around th^ neck. I reached and grabbed 
the suspect's 3tft an). I do not knoir nfaere Of fleer Ray Hawkins came fZom, 
but he was to my left in front of the suspect^ also attempting to hold 
him. I could see Officer UoDonald and the suspect grappljing orer the gun. 
The suspect had his rig^t hand on it and so did Officer licOonald. the gun 
was being waved around apprnxlnately waist hi^. ' X heard a click of the 
revolver as it snapped, but I do not know what direction the r avoir er was 
pointing iriien it snapped. Officer Hatridns told me to bring the suspect's 
arm around a little so he could get the handcuffs on. I did this and started 
bringing the suspect out the aisle I had entered, I took hold of the suspect's 
right axm idien we got to the Voorth aisle. Detective Paul Bsntlay took his . 
l>ft arm and we took the suspect out the front door of the Theater. Be put the 
suspect in the rear of a plain squad car and brought the suspect to the City 
Kail. 

There were three plainclothes Officers in the front seat ^f the car 
that the suq>eet was brought down in. Sgt. <'srry Kill was one of the Officers 
and I do noir know the names of the oliiers.
